The following interesting letter is from 


the pen of Miss Fannie Shellabarger, 
daughter of Mr. Isaac Shellabarger, who 
is traveling in Europe in company with 
her sister, Mrs. Laura Hunt, and Mr. Hale 
and family, of Chicago. It is kindly fur- 
nished us by request of the parents of the 
writer to whom it is addressed, and will 
be read with interest by our people gen- 
erally. The letter was written over a 
month ago, and did not arrive here until 
the first of the present month, because it 
was brought over by the delayed steamer 
City of Berlin: 


PISA, ITALY, JAN. :)1,1882. 


DEAR PABENTS:—We have jnst arrived 


at Pisa, the wonderful city of long-stand- 
ing, which has been the seat of many 
wars, and contains many old buildings of 
great repute, which I will describe later. 
We left Genoa this morning at 8 o'clock 
after u very delightful stay there of four 
days. It is a very peculiar old city, with 
narrow, crooked, winding streets; build- 
ings eight stories high—in fact, so high 
and the streets so narrow, the buildings 
look like they met at the top in some 
places. The streets are so narrow in many 
places they have no sidewalks, but all 
walk in themiddleof the street, which, of 
course, is stone paved. 
Ft has 130,000 


habitants; is built on tlie sea-shore in a 
semi-circle. Famous as a seaport from 
a very early period. Thoeih issnrround 
exl by fortifications and at every turn one 
meets hosts of soldiers -very unlike our 
own quiet affairs in America. 


Tlie place is noted for itsiinmeums p.il- 


aces, some of which -ve visited. Many of 
them have been built centuries, and on 
the outside instead of being ornamenteJ 
with stone cornice, etc., are frescoed 
around the windows and the statuary 
painted in the niches some of them look- 
ing like whole picture galleries on the 
outside wall.

There are seven bells at 
the top, the heaviest one on the highest 
side -to balacne. They will allow no more 
than three persons to go up at a time. 
The walls are very thick and it seems to 
be verj substantial, but we were told a 
very slight thing would throw it from its 
balance. Just think of it being 13 feet 
out of the ixTpendicnlnr. It was here 
Galileo made his experiments regarding 
the laws of gravitation.
